The report further says that consider- 


ing the mildness of the winter and the 
suspension of work on account of wage 
troubles in northern fields there wan a 
falling off in the output as compared 
with 1888, but not as great as might have 
been expected; the total product of the 
state la 257,225 tons less than in '88, yet 
materially greater than for any year pro- 
ceeding '88. The number of mines and 
men is slightly increased over all former 
) ears. 


The average value of coal has dropped 


from S1.12>£ to 81.07M per ton; average 
number of days of active operation from 
220 to 211. The price «f hand mining 
has slightly increased, and number of 
fatal accidents materially diminished, 
the number of mining machines is less 
by 37 than the number in use B year be- 
fore. 


Macon county, which is in the fourth 


district, has three mina.3 in operation.em- 
ploying 266 miners in the summer and 
416 in the winter; other employes, 141; 
keys of powder used daring the year, 
390G; casualties 4; killed 3; injured 1; 
total number of tons mined 233,309; loss 
over 1888, 47,4l>6 tons; average price paid 
for mining, 59.83; average value at mine 
81.20.66 per ton.

Birds Whose Sweet Notes Are Never Heard 


by Those Who Bctlre Early—Four Footed 
Midnight Prowlers with Bright EyM »nd 
Keen Scent. 
To all inhabitants of peat cities, and 


to many dwellers even in the rural dis- 
tricts, the night sights and sounds by 
river, wood and field are quite unknown. 
For, during the hours when the wild 
things so hidden by day are at large, 
and the birds whose notes are not dis- 
tinguished in the full chorus of the day 
are at their sweetest, the majority of 
people are asleep, or at any rate in bed. 
Yet the summer nights, brief as they 
are, are fnll of life when the darkness is 
most complete, with a fullness which is 
vivid in our memory of many of the 
"small hours" passed in the meadow or 
by lonely wood under the starlit sky. 
And first of all to be mentioned is the 
amount of bird 
-usic to be heard at 


night by those , no are present to hear 
it. Nor need one go afield for ail- 
though some, of the rarest will only be 
found in the solitudes—for some of the 
songsters in the stilly night pour forth 
their music in the garden—that one 
compensation, however dull or common- 
place the locality, to all who really "live 
in the country." 


NIUHT'S SWEET SINQEKS. 


The nightingale, as every one knows, 


is a night singer, whose exquisite gush 
of melody in the "ivory moonlight," 
while the air is fragrant with the dewy 
flowers, is subtly soft enough to touch 
the dullest hearts with some echoes of 
romance. 


Beginning nearest home, in the quaint 


garden, the shrill yet soft and vivacious 
trilling of the whitethroat meets the ear 
—a bird not very generally known, but 
a haunter of the same spot year after 
year, loving well an evergreen on a lawn 
as a home, at whose base its well feath- 
ered nest is built. It is a bird of lively 
Bong, contrasting in the moonligut with 
the most musical, most melancholy flut- 
ing of the nightingale. 


Step forth from the garden, and tra- 


verse the more remote ground by seques- 
tered coppice or double hedgerow, where 
ancient trees entwine, and the rich music 
of that shy songster the woodlark, which 
is as little popularly known as its rela- 
tive the skylark is, generally floats out 
on the night. Cross the meadows, over 
which echoes in every direction the 
harsh cry of ,tho landrail, toward the 
winding river, rippling through its rushy 
margin on either side, and shining like 
silver in the moonlight. Pause, and you 
will hear the humble but pretty lay of 
of the reed sparrow seldom recognized 
by day; and what is far rarer, and can 
indeed be said to have been heard but 
by few, tho merry carol of the water 
ousel, that snowy breasted little bird 
which has such quaint ways, poising mo- 
tionless in the day on some rock or stone, 
and then darting under water, where, on 
the shallow gravel, fora brief moment it 
can be seen running. 


MIDNIGHT PROWLERS. 


Ue who wanders in a summer night 


ere dawn has shown its earliest sign by 
"rueuilow, grove, and stream," will see 
strange things, not to be seen, save by 
rarest chance, in the hours of day. This 
is the time when the otter—little known 
of fera natur;e, yet far more plentiful 
than supposed, indeed, one high author- 
ity says hardly a stream exists now with- 
out its otter, albeit lie be rarely seen— 
makes his journey for foraging purposes. 
Far and away from his "holt" up stream 
comes the swift, shadowy, stealthy am- 
phibious creature, nearly always going 
down stream, yet leaving that strong 
scent behind wherever he touches shore, 
which the hounds hours afterwards dis- 
cover. 
He makes his journey, feeds, 


and retires again always before dawn. 
At certain points he leaves the stream, 
and traversing the bank re-enters it fur- 
ther oil, and usually shows a curious 
preference—just as the liare will in the 
"runs" in u hedge—for tho same precise 
spot of exit and re-entrance, llere and 
there ho may leave a fine fish with his 
pet piece bitten out of the shoulder—the 
"otter's mark." 


Much rarer, but still, especially in the 


wilder and more solitary parts, to be 
met with is the badger, a fine young 
specimen of which was found among the 
timber loads deposited some time ago on 
a timber wharf by the canal at the City 
road, London. The badger burrows in 
the most lonely and isolated receese? of 
woods and hills, and those who have ex- 
plored one of the burrows can say what 
a fine specimen of engineering and sani- 
tation this cleanly and calumniated 
beast—for "dirty as a badger" is simply 
another exemplification of popular fal- 
lacies—presents to bis superior, man. 
The badger is very little seen, being, 
perhaps, the most retiring and conserva- 
tive of British beasts, pursuing the even 
tenor of hii way much as when Caesar 
landed in Kent. 


But it ia of his appearance as one of 


tho night wanderers we would speak. 
If you are lucky enough to be in his lo- 
cality in Hie small hours, you may see a 
grayish creature curiously like a little 
bear waddling and grunting in the 
moonlight, very uneasy if to your lee- 
ward, as its scent is keen. It goes long 
distances at night, when humanity and 
most of the animal population with 
which man is familiar are, as Carlyle 
puta it, "lying in horizontal awathes." 


Of the fox as a night traveler it were 


trite to speak, everybody, and especially 
in the case of fowl keepers or farm 
yards, knows about him. Weasels are 
foud of gliding across roads, and along 
ditches too, during the witching time, 
and, like its tame town relative, the cat, 
that has taken to field life, poaching and 
evil ways generally, is always a most 
prominent feature in nature by night.— 
Chambers' Journal. 


Dr. Edwards' Candidacy. 


A correspondent of the Chicago Times 


has the following to say regarding the 
probable candidacy of Dr. Biehard Ed- 
wards: 


For state superintendent ot public in- 


struction few candidates have yet ap- 
peared. Dr. Richard Edwards, tbe pres- 
ent incumbent, has made a pretty good 
record, and it is thought that there will 
be little or no opposition to his renomi- 
nation by the Republican convention. 
Dr. Edwards^has never won any sort of 
reputation as a politician. He has never 
shown any disposition to be aggressive in 
retaining bis position, and if he gets tbe 
nomination again this year it will come 
to him, very likely, without any, aoiive 
fight on his part. J. H. Freeman, of 
Aurora, would like to succeed Dr. Ed- 
wards, bnt he gives it out that be will 
not accept the nomination if Dr. Edwards 
wants it. He was nntil a few months 
ago, when he resigned, assistant superin- 
tendent of public instruction, and is a 
close personal friend of Dr. Edwards. 
But Dr. Edwards' apparent indifference 
on the subject will doubtless lead s num- 
ber of other candidates to enter the field 
for the nomination before the Republican 
state convention meets.

Be vision. 


PRESBYTERIANS! AND CALVINISM, 


More of Love and Less of Wrath—The 


Doctors Differ—The General Assem- 


bly at Syracuse Unanimous 


for Revision. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—The debate of 


the New York Preabytery over the re- 
vision of the Confession of Faith again 
drew a large audience to the Scotch 
Presbyterian Church yesterday 
after- 


noon. 
Rev. Jesse F. Forbf, started the 


debate. He did not believe that infants 
were lost because of not being elected. 
He did not consider this a creed-making 
age, but he favored the revision, and 
thought the time would come when %he 
church would require a new creed. 


Rev. J. II. Mcllvaine said the Con- 


fession of Faith is rigidly Calvimstio 
and the belief of Presbyterians is only 
mildly Calvinistic. 
There is not a word 


In the Confession of Faith of the love of 
God. It speaks of his wrath and curse, 
which isomo commentators might be 
able to show meant his love. There are 
statements contradicting the assertion 
of the love of God in the Confession. 
Presbyterianism is no more like Calvin- 
ism than the opera is like a prayer-meet- 
ing. Hehad previously told of agirlwho 
wished the opera was called a prayer- 
meoting because It would bo so nice. 
The Confession should show the loving 
Father as well as the King, as the Bible 
Itself does. There is plenty of "frown- 
ing Providence" in tl>e Confession, but 
none of the "smiling face" (quoting 
from the well-known hymn). One pro- 
fessor o! Princeton bay* the Confession 
means one thing and a professor of an- 
other seminary puts an opposite con- 
struction on it. 
SVhat perplexity then 


must the laymen, women and children 
be in? As for himself, he would have 
to take refuge in materialism if he be- 
lieved God was the God of the Confcs- 
Rion. 
He thought the number of full- 


grown, mature, intellectual me_ joining 
the Presbyterian church very few. 


Rev. J. Collins was opposed to the 


change. Ho took exception to the char- 
acter of many of tho speeches, and pro- 
tested against "stealing the livery of 
Heaven to serve the devil." The God 
of the Confession had been made odious. 
He would rather have tho old flag than 
the perfumed handkerchief with rose- 
water odor which some would desire for 
a Confession. He did not want a tin 
horn set against the trumpet of the 
Lord of Hosts. The words "emasculat- 
ed doctrine" had been ringing In his 
ears at the suggestion of this revision. 


Other speakers were Rev. J. V. Bliss 


?.nd Elder J. H. Woodbury, in favor of 
revision, and Rev. Joseph Sanderson 
who argued against the committee re- 
port.

& Co. 


NEW Yoiuc, Jan. !)0.—The Mineral 


Range Railway Company has filed a bill 
of complaint with the United States 
Circuit Court for the Southern District 
of New York against Henry S. Ives, 
Geo. If. Stayner and Thomas C. Dore- 
raus, individually and as members of 
tlie firm, of Henry S. Ives & Co., and 
Vfm. N. Cromwell, assignee, of that firm. 
The bill cites that the complainant, 
on January 27, 1890, obtained a judg- 
ment in the Supreme Court of this State 
in Kings County, against II.

Another process, ho 
said, which every old member would recog- 
nize wereby tho opinion of the chair Is ac- 
cepted as Incoutestible evidence of tin 
recognition of right to record members 
present, as constituting part of a quorum 
who did not vote, was s«en In the every day 
occurrence at certain stages of the sessions 
of the House when votes were anDonnoed 
by tho chair, containing obviously and em- 
phatically no quorum. Yet If the point was 
not made the bill was always declared 
passed.and that could only be on a very dis- 
tinct basis, and that was that everybody 
present, silently agreed to the fact that there 
was a quorum, 


Mr. Crisp (Ga.) appealed from the declsl 


of the cbaiB, and quoted from Speaker 
Elaine's ruling on the Force bill to the effect 
that the Spaaker hafl not the power to count 
a quorum, and declared that Speaker Reed's 
decision Just made would be the foundation 
of the greatest fraud over committed. Ho 
quoted from remarks of Mr. Heed, In former 
years while on the floor uf the House, In 
which he used these words- "The constitu- 
tional idea of a quorum Is not the physical 
presence of a majority of tho members ot 
tho House, but a majority of membi-i-s pres- 
ent and participating in th« business of tha 
House." "I appeal," Mr. Crisp exclaimed, 
"from Philip drunk to Philip sober." 


Mr. Cannon (III.) said that the Constitution 


decided the question at Issue and said plainly 
"The majority of each house shall constitute 
a quorum to do business," but it did not say 
that a majority should be required to vote 
for a motion or resolution, In order to pass 
It. 


Mr. Carlisle (Ky.) said this decision was 


not a question of parliamentary law, but of 
constitutional law, No Speaker had ever 
before decided that less than a quorum 
could pass any bill or vote In the House. If 
the ruling to day was correct there was no 
necessity for any provision of the Constitu- 
tion defining what less than a quorum 
could do. A majority constituted a quorum 
to "do business," but these words were not 
In the Constitution of the State of New York, 
upon which Lieutenant-Governar Hill's de- 
cision had been based. 


Mr. McKlnley took the floor, but yielded 


to a motion to adjourn which was carried 
without a division. Tho mater will copie up 
again to-morrow as soon as the House meets, 
probably on the question of approving to- 
day's Journal.

THE BRICK BOOM. 


3,50O,OOO Going to Detroit-Con- 


tracts Closed. . 


Mr. H. L. Talbot, vice-president of the 


Talbot Street Paving Co., of Detroit, 
Mich., is in Deoatur giving the brick 
paving industry a decided boom, Mr. 
Talbot's company has B contract to pave 
40 blocks at Detroit with the best brick 
to be had, and he has already closed con- 
tracts with the Decatnr Tile company 
for 2,000,000 brick; John Mattes for 500,- 
000; and C. Ammann for 1,000,000; the 
brick to be put on the cars in Decatur 
May 1 to Oct. 1. Mr. Talbott wants 5,- 
000,000 brick. He may contract with H. 
M. Whitmer and the Cerro Gordo factory 
for 1,500,000 before going home. The 
freight on the entire lot will cost the De- 
troit company 820,000, and each thous- 
and will cos*, $13 to $15 delivered in De- 
troit. 


The closing of these contracts means 


great activity in the brick-making line in 
Deeatur the coming season. The capacity 
of the Decatur Tile Co. is over 5,000,000 
annually for a force of 35 men in the 
busy season, and those of Ammann, 
Mattes and Whitmer is proportionately 
large. The Tile Co. now has on hand 
1,000,000 brick. They have already sup- 
plied Detroit with 140,000 brick, which 
were laid last season near the city hall, 
and that part of the block has stood a 
very satisfactory test. Decatur brick is 
tLe favorite paving material at Detroit. 
Orders have been sent to the Decatur 
Tile Co. for brick to go to Indianapolis 
and LaPorte, Ind.

FEATS OF PEOPLE WITH ABNOR- 


MAL THROATS AND MOUTHS. 


Some of Them Actually Eat lamp Chim- 


neys, While Other* Swallow Sword*, 
NotwIthBtandlnc 'he Sneers of the Skep- 
tical and Uninitiated. 


Of course, we all have heard of peo- 


ple who thrust swords 
down 
their 


hroats, swallow pebble stonra and eat 
glass; but nobody believes that they 
eally do these things." 
So writes one who evidently believes 


umself too sharp to be imposed upon by 
any of the ordinary or extraordinary 
arts of trickery. 
But there never was a 


reater mistake. There are many peo- 
ple who actually perform the feats enu- 
nerated. Tliey are to be seen in dime 
museums, side shows, and occasionally 
n bar rooms or on street corners. 


"THE 
IKON THHOAT." 


The writer once had the pleasure of 


scraping the acquaintance of a sword 
swallower. lie and a hairless horse con- 
itituted the attractions in a small tent 
that had been pitched on the outskirts of 
a county fair. He called himself "Fe- 
retta, the Man with the Iron Throat." 
As soon as a dozen people had paid their 
dimes and entered the tent Feretta would 
•ring out his sword and pass it around 
'or examination. 
There was no decep- 


tion about it. It was of steel, about four- 
teen inches long, an eighth of an inch 
thick, half an inch wide at the hilt and 
,lightly tapering toward the tip. Feretta 
was \ fry deliberate in his movements. 
Assuming a posture intended to be grace- 
ful he would throw back his head, insert 
the point of the sword in his mouth, and 
•ently pusli it downward until the cross 
jiece or guard prevented it going any 
further. Then he would throw both 
arms behind him for a space of four or 
five seconds, after which the sword was 
withdrawn as carefully as it had been 
swallowed.

Feretta said the operation frequently 


cost him considerable pain, but of this 
he never gave public manifestation. Pie 
also said the utmost care was necessary 
in performing the feat to avoid injury to 
the throat and stomach. Notwithstand- 
ing his caution, he occasionally hurt 
himself and was obliged to suspend 
sword swallowing for a few days. But 
he had other ways of entertaining his 
patrons. He developed an appetite for 
pebblo stones, which he turned to ac- 
count by swallowing about three every 
half hour during the day, to the wonder 
and admiration of those who assembled 
in his little tent. This was not a trick. 
The act was done too slowly to admit of 
deception. 
He placed the pebble on his 


tongue, permitted it to remain in view 
for a moment and then closed his mouth. 
Tlie pebble reached some destination 
within his internal economy, and must 
havt. found a resting place in his stom- 
ach. 
He did not pretend that the stones 


were digested, but he said they never 
gave him any trouble.

I never knew 
a gla.-,i i-att'r to cut his gums, tongue, 0 
any portion of his mouth. They all saj 
(lu> swallowed gla.s.s has a stimulating 
effect on tliosf organs by which the sys- 
tem rejects the substances that refuse t 
contribute to its nourishment.

Boiled garb of a stable boy and considei 
himself lucky at that. 


A peculiar case was that of Willian 


Dempster, an English juggler, who in 
1823 accidentally 
swallowed 8 table 


knife, handle and all, which he was 
thrusting down his throat The misha] 
was occasioned by the spectators crowd 
ing around him and causing the knife tc 
blip from liis fingers. 


Dempster died in great agony afte: 


many ineffectual 
attempts to relieve 


him. It is related that a similar cas 
occurred in Prussia in 163d. This pa 
tient was cured by the extraction of th 
knife through an incision made in hi 
side. 


It cannot be regarded as a great mis 


fortune that the swallowing business i 
waning in popularity. However, ther 
lurks in mankind a taste for the horri 
ble, and there will probably always b 
found the means to gratify it in som 
form of grotesque and shocking viola- 
tion of nature's commands.—St. Loui 
Globe-Democrat.

The PboDartograph. 


It is alleged by The London Truth that 


„ machine has been patented in Great 
Britain and will shortly be made known 
o the public that promises to make 
lucks and drakes of typewriters, pho- 
nographs, graphophones and all previous 
nventions. The inventor of this me- 
:hanical prodigy has just brought it 
yver from America, and its existence for 
he present is practically a secret. 
The new invention, which is named 
he "phonortograph," is about the size 
of a large cigar box, and weighs five 
and a half pounds. There are two im- 
mense advantages possessed by the "pho- 
nortograph." First, it will reproduce 
sound with perfect accuracy upon a flat 
surface, and, second, it can be produced 
md sold for |5. 


The Edison phonograph has this disad- 


vantage as £ means of conducting corre- 
spondence. 
In Edison's invention the 


mpresoion of the words spoken into it is 
made upon a cylinder, which is inconve- 
nient to send through the post. In the 
'phonortograph" the impression is made 
upon a flat piece of paper, which can be 
doubled uj> and bent through the post 
ike an ordinary letter in an ordinary 
envelope—the paper, of course, having 
;o be specially prepared for the purpose. 


The very highest hopes are entertained 


as to the universal success of the phonor- 
cograph, full descriptions of which will, 
no doubt, shortly appear in the technical 
journals. Its prospects may, in fact, be 
gauged when it is remembered that in 
the United States no less than $30,000,000 
are invested in the present phonograph 
and graphophone. One hundred thou- 
sand of those machines are already in 
use, and they are rented out for an an- 
mal payment of $40 each.
